LONDON, June 7.—It was an-
nounced at the admiralty this after-
noon, that u Zeppelin visited the east
coant of England Jast vight, dropplng

incendiary and explosive bombs, Five |

rersons were killed and forty were
injured. Two lires were caused by
the incendiary bombs,

The admiralty announced today
that a Zeppelin had been blown to
pieces over Belgium by British sir-
men,

The statement follown:

“This moming at 2:3 an atlack was
made on the alrahip shed at lvere,
north of Brussels, by Flight Lisutenants
J. P. Wilson, R, N., and J, B Mills, . N.
Bombs wer dropped and the ahed was
olserved Lo be in {lamos.

“It & mot known whethar o Zeppelin
wus Inaide, bui the flamesa reached a
great helght, coming out from both sides
of the shed, Both pilots returned safely.

"At 1 o'clock this morning Flight Bub-
Licutenant R, A. J. warneford, R, N,
attacked a Zeppelin in the alr between
Ghent and HBrussels. At 6,000 foet he
dropped six bomba, and the alrship ex-
ploded, fcll to the ground and burned for
